MILITARY PLANS TO GO FORWARD. 


Washington, D. C., June 6.—[Speciak]— 
Invasion of Santiago and Puerto Rico is 
being rapidly pushed by the War depart- 
ment, but in spite of all that can be done 
there are countless delays in the dispatch 
of the troops, most of which seem to be 
traceable to the Quartermaster and Com- 
missary departments. The conditions at

. The Adjutant General's office has been 
particularly faithful in massing troops, but 
has been constantly, met by complaints of 
lack of transportation, supplies, and arma- 
ment. . This, it is said, account for the fre- 
quent delays in sending troops to Santiago. 

President McKinley has for the last ten 
days been particularly annoyed at the red 
tape methods of these two departments, and 
it would not be surprising if there was a gen~ 
eral shake-up all along the line. © 

The conditions have become so serious in 
regard to the Santiago expedition, which it 
was hoped would be in Cuba by this tme, 
that radical measures have become neces- 
sary,and the Commissary department has at 
last reached the point where it has tele- 


for refrigerated beef to be delivered at 
points in Cuba selected hereafter by the 
authorities, and for beef on the hoof to be 
sent at once to Tampa and Jacksonville.

Shafter En Route to Key West. 

It was rumored at the War department 
that General Shafter would board ship to- 
night for Key West and that the regulars 
from Mobile and Tampa would follow at 
once. The Quartermaster’s department has 
been particularly slow in making provisions 
for tropical uniforms and there seems no 
way out of it except to send the troops to 
Santiago with their heavy clothes and take 
the chances, just as’was done in the case 
of the first Manila expedition. 

General Fitzhugh Lee at Jacksonville is 
expected to command the expedition at 
Puerto Rico, and his.troops are likely to be

In spite of all the denials made at the Slate 
department it was learned today through 
‘diplomatic sources that there have been 
some propositions for peace made in influen- 
tial quarters. These suggestions, it-is said, 
have been received by Spain in a conciliatory 
spirit, but with the constant reply that the 
United States has not as yet effected a land- 


son the Madrid government says that it 
could.not consider peace proposals without 
absolutely jeopardizing the monarchy and 
giving the Carlists or Republicans a handle 
which they would be sure to use to the dis- 
comfiture of the boy King. 


Vague Suggestions of Peace. 

There have been made by Spain certain 
vague suggestions that if the United States 
seizes San Juan and captures or destroys 
Cervera’s fleet, thus occupying Santiago, 
the second city in Cuba, it might be possible 
to talk of peace without endangering the 
monarchy. Intimations have been given to 
the State department here of this condition 
of affairs, and the President is proceeding 
on the theory that active operations against 
Santiago and San Juan will bring peace 
more speedily than extensive operations 
against Havana. 

There is an understanding, it is said, be-. 
tween France, Germany, Austria, and Rus- 
sia to bring pressure to’ bear upon Spain 
to stop the war whenever the United States 
has achieved substantial successes in the 
West Indies. There isa further understand- 
ing here that France and Austria certainly, 
and Germany and Russia possibly, may com- 
bine to save the Philippines to Spain, and 
thus avoid precipitating the Chinese ques- 
tion, which all the i mations are 
afraid of. 

The continental to 
the gossip in the diplomatic corps, have come 
to the conclusion that under no circum- 
stances will the United States attempt to. 
hold the Philippines permanently, but that 
the islands will be kept as a pledge for the 
payment of a war indemnity of which, of 
course, Puerto Rico will be a part. With 
the object of preveriting either Great Britain 
or Japan securing a foothold in the Philip- 
pine Islands it is said that Germany, Austria, 
Russia, and France will combine together 
to furnish Spain with the money necessary 
to pay the indemnity in cash and thus them- 
selves secure a mortgage right to the Philip- 
pines, which are to be pledged by Spain for 
the payment of the loan, which, ‘of it 
never can pay in cash.

McKinley Eager for Peace. 

It is said that the Madrid government 
could satisfy its people by pointing to the 
fact that while it had lost Cuba and Puerto 
Rico it had saved the Philippines; and it 
would take a considerable time before the 
benighted people of Spain would realize that 
the, other nations of Europe held the pawn 
tickets for the East Indies.

Hopeless Confusion at Tampa. 


The War department has received official 
‘advices from Tampa of a not reassuring 
nature regarding the equipment of troops, 
both regular and volunteer, at that point. 
This information has:come mostly in the 
form of telegrams of urgent character with- 
in the last twenty-four hours. It is insisted 
that the supply department at Tampa is in 
hopeless confusion and that material has 
been accumulated until stores are inex- 
tricably muddled. : 

One telegram received at the Quartermas- 
ter General's office today complained that

Inquiry 
showed that the articles had arrived at

complaint. 

It is these reports which have beconendt 
Quartermasters on duty in Washington and 
led to the preparation of a statement yes- 
terday in the Quartermaster’s office and by 
direction of that official in defense of the 
system of acquiring and distributing sup- 
plies. The fact that Adjutant General Cor- 
bin gave out a typewritten copy of the 
defense gave it a semi-official dignity which 
it would have otherwise lacked in the anony- 
mous form in which it appeared, 

The advices received in Washington con- 
tained the startling information also that 
some of the siege guns gathered from coast 
fortifications and intended for use in the 
military landing parties in Santiago Prov- 
ince are still unloaded from the cars at 
Tampa. A large number of rifles are also 
unpacked and have not yet been distributed 
to the volunteer troops at Tampa and Mobile, 
for whom they were destined.

Many natives will try to secure the large 
reward the government has offered for the 
capture of the insurgent chief Aguinaldo, 
dead or alive. Already several of the in- 
surgent officers have been assassinated. 


Hoping for Aid from Spain. 

It is officially declared that four armored 
cruisers, with colliers, torpedo boats, and 
transports carrying 10,000 troops, have left 
Spain for eastern waters. The Spaniards 
are utterly unimpressed by the naval defeat 
here. They explain that their squadron 
was vastly outclassed, and are confident of 
a victory on shore. They are determined to 
fight to the end, as the shipsdid. Evidently 
they will never learn common sense until 
Manila is annihilated by street and house 
fighting in the outer city and by a bombard- 
ment of the walled citadel. . 

The insurgents raided a railway station 
ten miles to the north of Manila and killed 
three priests and an officer. There has also 
been a pitched battle at a Spanish post south 
of Manila, near Cavite, the result being 
that the insurgents retired. The Spanish 
casualties were 150. 

At Manila the work of constructing de- 
fenses goes on, and there are sandbag breast- 
works in all directions. The Americans are 
always using their searchlights, but they 
never interfere with the work on the de- 
fenses. The Spaniards believe that they 
are short of ammunition. 


Meanwhile the insurgents are steadily ad- 


vancing along the coast, supported by the 
United States gunboat Petrel, and are driv- 
ing the Spaniards into Manila. They have 
captured five important positions, nine miles 
from the city, and over 400 Spaniards have 
been killed. Four thousand Spanish rein- 
forcements have been sent, but it is as- 
serted that Aguinaldo will enter the city by 
June 12. A bombardment will be avoided, if 
possible. 

The foreigners have held a public meet- 
ing, and two steamers are ready at @ mo- 
ment’s notice to take them to the protection 
of their own warships or the Americans.

FIGHTING IS BRISK ALL AROUND SANTIAGO. | 

' (Special Cable to the New York Journal aud The Chicago Tribune.) 

Cape Haytien, June 6.—There is great fighting at 
the seashore near Santiago de Cuba. That city reports 
that troops have been going out all day toward Agua- 
dores. 

The landing place at Aguadores is'a few miles east . 
of Morro Castle, and, in a sense, commands the land 
approaches to the fortifications on the east side of 
Santiago Bay. 

Firing began early this morning and grew in vio- : 
lence as the day progressed. The detonations indicat- 
ed that the big guns of the American fleet were ham- 
mering at the forts at Aguadores, and the movement . 
of the Spanish troops to the front was taken to mean 
that a landing was being attempted. . 

The batteries at Aguadores were recently estab- 
lished and the guns are small. All the artillery that 
can be spared from the defenses of the city itself is being 
sent there and at least 3,000 men have gone to the front. 
Among them are marines from Admiral Cervera’s ships 

who volunteered for the service, specially requesting 
the Admiral to detail them for the dangerous duty. 

3 Many stragglers, it is reported, from there are com- — 
ing into the city, bearing conflicting tales. Some say 
the Americans are marching on the city, while others 
assert that the Spaniards are holding them at bay. 

Panic prevails. The shops are all closed and the 

people huddle in the houses. 

There has been some firing on the outskirts, but as 
yet nothing indicates a general attack by the insur- 
gents. It is believed, however, they will attack tonight.

Troops have been coming 
in from all the outlying forts and stations all day. 
Some of them report brushes with General Garcia's 
troops and the hospitals are filling up with the wounded.

Thousands of Irishmen Attack the 
Officers, Are Dispersed, and 
Later Renew Trouble —Troops 
Called Out to Preserve Order. 


Belfast, ‘June 6.—During the celebrations 
of the anniversary of June 6, 1886, when 
seven civilians were shot on Shank Hill road 
by the constabulary, the Nationalist proces- 
sion, while returning this evening from Han- 
nanstown, was ended in a riot. Several! 
thousand Orangemen in the Shank Hill road 
attacked and overpowered the police and 
chased them back into the Brow Square 
barracks. Several] mounted constables were 
severely injured and one had his leg broken. 

Police reinforcements were compelled to 
threaten the crowd with their revoivers be* 
fore they were able to rescue their comrades 
from the fury of the mob, which tore up the 
street for missiles. The troops were then 
called out, but the mob cheered them and 
sang “ Rule Britannia.” 

The disturbances then ceased, though the 
excitement continued. The feeling of the 
Orangemen against the police is bitter. Many 
civilians were injured and a score of arrests 
were made, 

The riots were renewed and at a late hour 
this evening the troops were compelled to 
charge mobs numbering several thousand. 
The rioters stoned the policé and troops. 
One constable, who fell from his horse, was 
savagely beaten with stones by the rioters. 
When Shank Hill was cleared the crowds 
gathered in the side streets. 

Altogether this was the worst rioting that 
has occurred here since 1886. It was pro- 
longed until midnight, and at this hour the 
city is still in a dangerous state of ex- 
citement. 

Over fifty policemen have been injured 
and twenty-four have been taken to the 
hospitals with fractured skulls.

Hour and a Half in the Cool 
of the Morning. 


YOUNG LIKES THE WIRE. 


Colonel Finds Requisitions Come More 
Promptly When Urged by the 
Telegraph. 


RECRUITING OFFICERS APPOINTED

Camp Thomas, Chattanooga, Tenn., June 
6.—Colonel Edmund C. Young of the Illinois 
cavalry is going to begin mounted drill with- 
out saddles, not because some of his troops 
will not need the saddle horns to cling to, 
but because there is less likelihood of injury 
to the novices when there is no stirrup or 
girth to entangle the feet and no hard saddle 
to fall upon after an involuntary rise into the 
air. Colonel Young means to make the best 
of the cool early morning hours. 

Beginning with today revellle will be 
sounded at 4:30 o’clock. Men and animals 
must be groomed and fed by 6 o’clock, and 
drill will begin promptly at the hour when 
the majority of volunteers sit down to break- 
fast. It will last an hour anda half, after 
which the troopers will be allowed to put 
in three or four hours according to their 


own notions in the woods. 
The officers have school at 10:30 o’clock.

when two hours of extended drill in the 
woods will begin. Colonel Young has a 
respectable start in getting his horse quota 
supplied, but lacks saddles, bridles, water- 
ing blankets, and surcingles. He has sent 
in a telegraphic requisition for the last three 
named articles, having found telegraphing 
efficacious in procuring 800 pairs of trousers 
and 800 blue flannel shirts while in Spring- 


field. Six hundred 45-caliber pistols arrived

He now has 6,500 armed, and another steam- 
er load of arms and ammunition is expected 
within a week. Aguinaldo says he can cap- 


ture Manila unaided, and that when more 
arms are received a great uprising of natives 


will follow. ‘ 

Aguinaldo has issued a proclamation in 
which he orders the rebels to respect the 
lives and property of all foreigners and also 
Spaniards, except those who have aided by 
fighting the insurrectionists. The penalty 
for violation is death. He announces a dic- 
tatorial form of government, to last until the 
questions of war are settled. He will then 
convene a congress, frame a constitution, 
and elect a President. 

Another victory for the rebels was won 
June 2, when they captured 600 Spaniards. 
Twenty Spaniards were killed and sixty 
wounded. The rebels had none killed and a 
few wounded. The total number of prison- 
ers In the rebels’ hands is now 1,400, and 


fighting is still going on. 


Besieged on All Sides. 
[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE NEW YORK 
JOURNAL AND THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

Hongkong, June 6.—Manila is besieged on 
all sides. by  phonals On the Sist ult. the 
rebels under Aguinaldo, armed with 1,000 
magazine rifles received from Admiral 
Dewey and 4,500 received by a British ship 
from Amoy, made an attack on Bacoor, a 
town near Manila, and drove the Spaniards 
out. The Spaniards stubbornly retreated 
across the river Zapote, destroying the 
bridge, where they are now making a stand. 

The Spanish loss was keavy in killed and 
wounded, including forty officers. 

Fighting continues to the north. The 
rebels have taken up the railway seven kilo- 
meters from Manila, killing three priests and 
capturing several officers. 

Provigions are scarce and the Spaniards 
cannot hold out long. Admiral Dewey allows 
the right of steamers having an average ton- 
nage of 500 to leave the river to take off for- 
eign residents. The Spanish, through the 
foreign Consuls, .have applied for three 
steamers for Spanish women and_children. 
If the place is captured all the steamers will 
be returned to Dewey. © 


Admiral Dewey Reports. 


Washington, D. C., June 6.—After a lot of 
conflicting rumors of naval engagements, 


‘the landing of troops, and such matters at 


the Navy department there came at the close 
of the day one important bit of news em- 
bodied in a report from Admiral Dewey of 
important successes achieved by the insur- 
fents at Manila. The news was posted in 
a bulletin reading as follows: 

** Admiral Dewey reports that the insur- 
gents have been actively engaged within the 
Province of Cavite during the last week. 
They have won several victories, taken 
prisoners about 1,800 men and fifty officers 
of the Spanish troops not native. The ar- 
senal of Cavite has been prepared for occu- 
pation by the United States troops upon the 
arrival of the transports.”’ 

The officials have been more anxious than. 
they cared to betray as to Admiral Dewey’s 
condition. They were not seriously apprec- 
hensive of personal danger to the fleet. but 
an impression was gaining ground that the 
Admiral had not maintained the same meas- 
ures of success in his operations in Manila 
Bay that rewarded his first effort. Now the 
report received goes to show that his plans 
are working out admirably; that he has suc- 
ceeded in placing upon the insurgents the 
burden of conducting military operations 
against the Spaniards, while he himself is 
lying in enforced idleness awaiting the ar- 
rival of troops, and that he has succeeded 
in preventing the corruption of the insurgent

LOCAL DENTISTS 
WIIL FIGHT STATE 
BOARD OF EXAMINERS, 


Charges Made That Practitioners 
Are Harassed for Technical Vio- 
lations of a Law Which Has 
Been Repealed. 


Four hundred practicing dentists of Chi- 
cago will meet this evening in Clubroom P at 
the. Tremont House to prepare testimony 
and take preliminary steps towards resist- 
ing the.work of the State Board of Dental 
ExamMers. The meeting promises to result 
in a decisive fight in the courts against the 
State board, and it is predicted by the den- 
tists, who are members of the Dentists’ Pro- 
tective society, that the present Illinois den- 
tal law will be declared void, and that mem- 
bers of the Dental board, if they persist in 
their present course,'will be obliged to 
answer to charges of malfeasance. 

The society claims to know of twenty: 
specific cases brought against dentists for 
technical infractions of the law. Dentists 
are required under sections of the law of 1881 
to take out licenses before the State board, 
and have the licenses registered. The law 
provides that warning shall be given if they 
fail to register, but it is said arrests have 
been made without warning on warrants 
sworn to before justices in suburban dis- 
tricts. It is further charged that constables 
have approached dentists at the time of 
serving the papers, and told them they could 
“fix” the case by seeing one of the Dental 
board’s attorneys. 

The Dentists’ Protective society was or- 
ganized six weeks ago with Dr. B. Joseph 
Roberts, formerly President of the North- 
western Dental College at its head. It is said 
to ae 450 members.

Only one of the fifteen Senatorial district 
conventions, the primaries for which take 
place today, will be held until after the coun- 
ty ticket has been nominated. The Seventh, 
which Senator John Humphrey, father of the 
notorious Humphrey bill,.has controlled for 
many years, will convene at the Sherman 
House at 8 o’clock tomorrow morning. It 
has been designated as “‘ the sunrise conven- 
tion,”” and is expected to complete its labors 
before the county convention meets at 10 
a. m. All the others, with probably one 
or two exceptions, will be held on Thursday. 

The First, Third, Fifth, Seventh, Ninth,

of the State for free hydrophobia treatment. 
The first bill apportioned to the institute 
the sum of $5,000 annually, but the Senate 
Finance committee increased the appropria- 
tion by $1,000. Since then over 100 poor 
patients from all parts of the State have 
been treated at the institute each year free 
of charge, and in no case, Dr. Gibier says, 
when the patient has begun the treatment in 
time has hydrophobia developed. Frior to 
the appropriation by the Legislature Pasteur 
Institute was supported almost entirely by 
its earnings and by the purse of its founder. 
Eight years ago Sarah Bernhardt donated 
the entire receipts of one performance, 
$1,500, to the institute.

THE WARD COMMITTEEMEN. 

The Republican primaries are to be held 
today. The delegates chosen at these pri- 
maries will make county, legislative, and 
congressional nominations. Those chosen 
to the county convention will also elect the 
ward committeemen who make up the Cen- 
tral committee, which is the governing body 
of the party. The powers of that body are 
extensive even under the new primary elec- 


tion law. It. apportions the wards into pri- 


mary election districts. It designates the 
judges and clerks who are to serve in those 
districts. It can perform those duties hon- 


- estly or it can do much to nullify and make 


contemptible the law under which it works. 

If a ward primary was dishonestly con- 
ducted under the old system it was because 
the ward committeeman, acting under the 


_ instructions of his boss, gave orders to that 


effect. That committeeman directed the 
judges and clerks whom he appointed to 
return his list of delegates by fair means or 
foul. If any of the provisions of the new 
primary election law are evaded it will be 
because of the ward committeemen. Any 
gerrymandering of primary districts, any 
selections of improper polling places, and 


any appointments of disreputable, dishonest 


judges and clerks will be their work. 
Therefore the most effective method of 
enforcing the new law will be to elect ward 
committeemen who do not desire to violate 
it, having more regard for the laws than 
they have for the selfish interests of office- 
seeking politicians who have been able to 
keep themselves in power because they con- 
trolied the Central that ena-

which wishes to cipate itself from 
boss rule must begin by casting out the 
committeeman who is the servant of the 
boss.

There is no sense in ' 
keeping scores of thousands of soldiers idle 
all summer on any pretext of rain or heat. 
There will be a certain proportion of ill- 
ness in any case, just as there would 
have been if the men had staid at home, 
but it is likely to be less with a short, 
decisive campaign inaugurated in Cuba at. 
once than in a long, dragging campaign 
that will keep the men in the field until 
some time next winter. 

The duty of the hour is to seize and 
hold as much Spanish territory as possi- 
ble, and to do it at the earliest possible 
moment.

HAWAII AND OUR PACIFIC TRADE. 

The prospective occupancy by the United 
States of the Philippine Islands—whether 
in whole or in part is a question ultimately 
to be determined by this country without 
the interference of foreign powers—will add 
immensely to the importance, or rather the 
absolute necessity, to: us of the annexation 
of Hawaii. The possession of these two 
important groups of islands will have the 
same effect upon the foreign trade of the 
United States, especially as to the central 
West and Pacific coast States, that the 
opening of the Central and Union Pacific 
railroads had upon the commerce of the 
region east of the Missouri a quarter of a 
century ago. There will be this difference, 
however, that new and illimitable fields will 
be opened to Amerjcan enterprise and com- 
merce beyond the Pacific, for which Hono- 
lulu and Manila will be, as it were, simply 
way stations, though indispensable neces- 
sities. American vessels will then leave 
San Francisco and other Pacific coast ports 
laden with the manufactures of the East 
and the products of the Western States, 
and we shal! see such a revival of our ship- 
ping industry as has not existed since the 
civil war, with a vast increase in the field 
open to its operation. All vessels bound for 
Asiatic ports, whether insular or conti- 
nental, will be compelled to stop at Hono- 
lulu for fuel and water and to procure fresh 
supplies of food. — 

In the light of these facts, how can we 
refuse or neglect to avail ourselves of the 
opportunity to acquire the Hawaiian Is- 
lands by peaceful measures now open to 
us? To do so would be as suicidal as for a 
business-man to refuse to occupy a field of 
trade necessary to his future success. Howt- 
ever important their acquisition may have 
seemed in the past, it has been immeasura- 
bly increased by the events of the last two 
months. Why, then, should Congress hesi- 
tate about completing a measure so essen- 
tial to our future if we are to keep pace with 
the progress of the nations in the Pacific— 
a field upon which our future development 
is more intimately dependent than that of 
any other commercial and manufacturing 
nation on the face of the globe? 

Senator White of Oalifornia has an- 
nounced his purpose to resist the accom- 
plishment of this vital measure of national 
policy, and in order to do so will, no doubt, 
proceed to abuse that miscalled “ Sena- 
torial courtesy ” which permits a member 
to bore the Senate with his narrow, partisan 
harangues without limit. The question is, 
will the majority permit him todo so? To 
do this will make them practically partici- 
pants in his un-American and unpatriotic 
policy, which has no higher purpose than 
to play into the hands of the sugar trust 
and Claus Spreckels, the monopolist sugar- 
grower of Hawaii. The beet sugar grow- 
ers in this country have no interest that is 
likely to be affected injuriously by the addi- 
tion to the American product of the 10 per 
cent of our imported sugars coming from 
Hawaii, however injurious it may be to 
Mr. Spreckels’ monopoly to be brought in 
more direct competition with American en- 
terprise. And yet Mr. White has giyen no 
better reason for his opposition than this— 
an opposition as hostile to the general busi- 
ness interests of the people whom he mis- 
represents as it is false in pretense. Mr. 
Spreckels is more concerned for the loss of 
the advantage which Asiatic cheap labor 
gives him than he is for the welfare of the 
beet sugar growers, and Mr. White is evi- 
dently obeying his behest. But even if this 
were otherwise, the annual increase in 
sugar consumption by the United States 
more than counterbalances the entire pro-

Facts Asout Washington has just com- 
CuBA's pleted a valuable treatise 
CLIMATE. on the climate of Cuba, 
which furnishes definite 

figures in support of what Tue TrispuNs has 
contended all along—that the bugaboo of the 
rainy season in Cuba is largely imaginary. 
The average temperature at Havana during 
June, July, and August is only 82°—the same 
as that at New Orleans, and only seven de- 
grees more than at Washington. In fact, 
Washington has hotter days than Havana 
ever has. Havana's hottest is 100° while 
Washington's is 104°. The average yearly 
rainfall at Havana is considerably less than 
at New Orleans, being 61.78 inches, against 
the Louisiana city’s 60.52 inches. Even in 
the so-called rainy season, which began with 
May and will end with September, the rain- 
fall at Havana is only 82.87 inches, as 
against New Orleans’ 27 inches. As much 
rain frequently falls in the dry season as in 
the so-called rainy period. The relative hu- 
midity of the atmosphere appears to be 
fairly constant and averages only about 75° 
of saturation. The humidity in the Philip- 
pines is considerably greater than this, yet

WISCONSIN'S SEMI-CENTENNIAL.

THE WAR NOT AN UNMIXED EVIL. 

The enarling, fault-finding mugwumps, 
like Senator Hale of Maine and Kohlsaat 
of the Times-Herald-Post, and others of 
that ilk of un-American and unpatriotic 
politicians and newspapers, have much to 
say about the terrible cost of the war and 
like topics. 

They cannot deny, however, that the war 
has already had the effect to stimulate those 
branches of business in which the labor- 
ing classes are most deeply interested. The 
whole country has been in a state of paraly- 
sis since the panic, beginning in the spring 
of 1803, until last year, when there was a 
partial lighting up of the - buginess situa- 
tion. Now there is an advance in the price 
of every commodity produced by the farmer, 
from wheat to potatoes, as shown by & 
comparison of the market reports, while 
tens of thousands of the laboring classes 
hitherto wholly or partially without employ- 
ment now find plenty of work at remunera- 
tive wages received in money of gold value. 

This is one of the results of the needs of 
the government for war material, furnish- 
ing employment to thousands of men pre- 
viously idle, while the demand for soldiers 
has assisted to relieve an overburdened 
labor market. The éxpenses which the 
government is incurring in preparing for 
and carrying on the war go right into the 
commerce of the country, and the pay of 
the railroads for the transportation of 
troops, the wages of soldiers and workmen, 
stimulating trade generally and removing 
the deadly effects of the panie of 1893-'96. 
Hence there is a compensating result for 
the cost of the war. 

As a matter of fact, before the war began 
we stood in need of more and better meaus 
of national defense. Our extended coast 


tions, guns of higher power, and more of 
them, with a stronger and more efficient 
navy. All this we shall get as the result 
of the present war, and while it will cost 
more than in time of peace, together with 
the experience we are getting, it will he 
worth all its cost. This may be of no value 
in the view of peace-with-dishonor mng- 
wumps, but in the eyes of sensible and 


future safety, the maintenance of the 
national honor, a loftier manhood for our 
citizens, and the entrance upon a wider 
prosperity than the nation has enjoyed fora 
generation.

Dissenting Opinions Seem to Be a Rap. 
idly Increasing Practice in the 
United States Supreme Court. - 


Washington, D. C., June 4.—At the close og 
the present century the Supréme Court of 
the United States will be practically up with 
its docket. At the beginning of the term 
just closed, October, 1897, there were gg 
cases on the docket; during the term aoy 
were filed with the Clerk, and 372 disposed 
of, ‘eaving 318 to be carried over to nexs 
term. Of these the court has heard anu hag 
under advisement thirty-four cases. Amon 
these are only three of general interest op 
importance—McCulloch vs. The State of 
Virginia, involving the validity of the reaq. 
justment pf the debt of that State, and ‘hose 
of the Joint Traffic Association and Kansag 
City Stock-Yards, both of which organiza. 
tions, it is charged, exist in violation of the 
anti-trust law. 

A large proportion of the cases now being 
filed in the court aré petitions for writs of 
certiorari, which, while often involving the 
examination of voluminous records, do not 
necessitate the preparation of opinions. They 
form a new class of cases arising under the 
Court of Appeals act of 1801. In the recen; 
term seventy-seven applications of this nat. 
ure were filed, of which forty-eight werg 
denied, twenty-seven granted, and two re. 
main undisposed of. 

The records of thé term show an unusuaj 
proportion of dissenting opinions by minor. 
ity members. In fact, it has become the ez. 
ception for the court to render 4 unanimous 
opinion upon any ease of importance, This 
is a matter of genera] comment among mem. 
bers of the bar, who do not hesitate to ex. 
press their regret at the fact. Older pratt. 
tioners at the bar, who philosophise on the 
subject, are inclined to attribute the prac- 
tice, which, they say, not only multiplies 
books without justification or use, but aise 
tends to weaken the respect of the people 
for their court, to the modern methods of 
work. | 

In the olden days, when the Justices werg 
compelled to write their opinions themselves, 
formal dissents, further than an occasiona] 
announcement of the fact that one of the 
Justices could not agree with his bret 
were almost unknown. Now that each 
them is-provided with a stenographer 7 
typewriter, the inducements to magnify a 
elaborate definite views into dissenting opin. 
ions is evidently too strong to be overcome, 
A remedy for this is the suggestion by some 
cynical attorneys that Congress prohibit the 
publication of dissenting opinions in ez. 
tenso. Deprived thus of the pleasure of 
seeing their views in print, the temptation 
or the desire to express them will disappear, 
these critics says. 

Another effect of the dissenting habit ig 
to increase the number of petitions for the 
rehearing of cases already decided. 
cially has this been the case since the court 
reversed itself in the income tax case. At- 
torneys are encouraged to believe that upon 
further and possibly fuller presentation of 
the case a reversal may be had in their in- 
terest, when the members of the court exe 
hibit so wide a diversity of opinion. So the 
number of these petitions grows. Last 
Tuesday, when the court adjourned for the 
term, no fewer than half a dozen were pré- 
sented—an unprecedented number. But on 
this occasion the bar was further invit 
to this course by the direct suggesticn 
the court itself. Announcing the opinion of 
the court in a case involving the title to. 
half a million acres of land in West Vir- 
ginia, Mr. Justice Harlan stated in effect 
that the court was not thoroughly satisfied 
with its decision, and of its motion would 
stay the issue of the mandate sixty days in 
order that counsel for the defeated party 
might examine the opinion and, if not satis- 
fied.with the argument and conclusions of 
the court, move for a rehearing of the case,

WASHINGTON BURBAU CHICAGO TRIBUNB, 
Washington, D. C., June 6. 
Consul Wyndham reports to the British 
government upon the commerce of Chicago 
as follows: 


‘ness, vitality, and en- 
Compliment ergy of Chicago asa 
to Chicago. financial center have 


been splendidly dem- 
onstrated during the last year. At the be- 
ginning of. 1897 local financiers found them- 
selves forced into the defensive position 
of seeking to maintain credit under the try- 
ing conditions of panic and disaster whick 
had befallen the city, as the year 1896 had 
been notable for bad business, financial 
crashes, and aggravation of hard times all 
over the country, the result of fear of what 
would happen if the silver party came into 
power. The agricultural class, who are the 
chief producers of what this country has 
foy sale in the world’s markets, had for a 
long time been discouraged by the prices 
received for their products, which barely 
met the cost of production. 
“The months of the year just passed by 
have seen an enormous enhancement in 
the value of all American agricultural prod- 
ucts. Wheat has gone over the dollar mark, 
so that the incumbrances of hard times 
have been largely removed and the inhab- 
itants of the country districts have had 
more money to spend. With the consum- 
ing power of a great part of the population 
enormously increased came the opportuni- 


*ties to the merchant and manufacturer, and 
’ with the safe retention of a sound money 


policy business-men have at last dared to 
look ahead and begin to plan such new 
ventures as mean a larger future employ- 
ment of labor. 

** Nowhere has this been more evident than 
in Chicago, but there is still the depression 
to be combated which always succeeds a 
period of unusual prosperity like that en- 
joyed by Chicago during the World's Fair. 

*“* Chicago, although it is a port of entry for 
goods sent through in bond, receives a great 


- part of its importations through business 


houses in New York and other seabourd 
ports, and the same may be said vf its ex- 
ports, for goods of Chicago origin are sent 
to the seaports and are shipped as opportuni- 
ties for cheap freight offer. This renders it 
difficult to obtain any reliable statistics of 
the enormous commerce of this large city, 
and even the secretary of the Board of 
Trade here tells me it is almost impossible 
to get the actual figures as to the different 
countries to which the exports go or whence 
the imports come. 

“The total value of imports, as entered 
in the Custom House, received in bond for 
the year 1897, amounted to £2,100,000. 
This, however, does not include goods en- 
tered at other ports and sent on here. 


“The chief articles of export are grain, 


flour, preserved provisions, cattie, ete. These 
are, however, shipped from the Atlantic 
seaports, and no statistics are obtainable 
here as to their ultimate destination. Fur- 
niture, office and desk supplies are largely 
sent abroad from Chicago, and agricultural 
implements are largely manufactured and 
sent to Europe. Chicago is the collecting 
and distributing center of a large area of 
Western States, and it is to Chicago, as the 


headquarters, that the traveler for foreign 


manufacturing houses comes, and it is also 
the home of the representatives of foreign 
business houses. A great number of British 
firms have agents here, who secure a vast 
amount of custom for their firms, and it 
requires untiring energy and persevering 
push to keep up with the methods of doing 
business here.

COAL AND FOOD ARE 


Havana, May 25, via Vera Crus, Mexico, 
May 30.—[Copyright, 1898, by the Associated 
Press.}—The news of the arrival at Santiago 
de Cuba of what is known here as the first 
division of the Spanish fleet has consider- 
ably lightened the hearts of the Spaniards, 
and the news has been received with; great 
rejoicing. The feeling of satisfaction is all 
the more intense, as it is hoped the Spanish 
warships will soon enter the harbor of Ha- 
vana, after which, uniting with the second 
division of the fleet under Admiral Camara, 
it is believed the naval forces 6f Spain will 
attempt to strike a decisive blow at some 
part of the United States. i 

The Spanish officials here claim ;that if 
50,000 men were needed to attack Havana 
by land and sea when the war broké out, at 
least 100,000 men will be required to attack 
the Cuban capital now, in view of the new 
and strengthened fortifications. 

In spite of this outwardly cheerful aspect 
of affairs bitterly anxious feelings exist. 
People go so far as to charge Sefior Moret, 
the former Minister of the Colonies of Spain, 
with being a traitor, and having “‘ 40ld Cuba 
to the United States.’’ This causes discon- 
tent to prevail, and if the Spanish fleet does 
not arrive here before food becomes really 
scarce terrible rioting may be reported. 


City Appears as if Deserted. 


There are hardly any business transac- 
tions, and i city looks deserted, there 
being few le on the streets. The fam- 
ilies remain at home, excepting when the 
sound of a gun fired from one of the forts 
causes the people to rush to the windows or 
into the streets, and if several shots are 
fired thousands rush to the wharves, to the 
vicinity of the bay, and to San Lazaro ave- 
nue to see if the American fleet is Approach- 


ing. | 
Although the streets are almost deserted, 
certain points of vantage are o¢cupied by 
groups of people from early morning until 
late at night. This is particularly the case 
with La Punta, which is generally crowded 
from daybreak until dark. 
The Spaniards comment continually upon 
the tactics of the American fleet, and, nat- 
urally, they are severe in their criticisms, 
for they do not understand the method of 
warfare adopted. ae 
Then, again, the Spaniards are rejoicing 
greatly at the reported small amount of 
damage done by the American bombard- 
ments, and they also pretend to be happy 
over the seeming delay, which they claim 
is giving Spain the opportunity to prepare a 
more vigorous defense than otherwise could 
have been made. Indeed, the Spanish mil- 
itary and naval authorities are’ beginning 
to nurse themselves with the belief that the 
naval and military power of the United 
States has been exaggerated by the news- 
papers, and they are comforting themselves 
with the idea that Spain is showing herself 
able to fight such a giant. rite 
Advices from Caibarien and other towns 
show that a scarcity of provisions exists, 
and Puerto Principe reports that many fam- 
ilies have left that city for the country dis- 
tricts. 


Activity of Insurgents. 


Railroad communication between the 
Province of Santa Clara and the Provinces of 
Matanzas and Havana has been interrupted 
several times, and the trains are sometimes 
twenty-four hours overdue on account of 
the blowing up of culverts by the insurgents. 
This has happened even in the Province 
of Havana. 

The main point of imterest heré at present 
is as to when and where the American troops 
will effect a landing in Cuba, though the 


Spaniards pronounce themselves confident 


of being able to repel any invasioh, 

At Esperanza a rich coal miné has been 
discovered. It is to be immediately worked, 
as will the coal mines of Chapapote, at 
Mariel, and Caibarien, for navy purposes. 

There is still considerable coal in Havana. 
The gas company is using little coal at pres- 
ent, as only the absolutely necessary lights 
are used. Only about one-quarter of the 
usual number of street lamps’ are lighted. 
All the stores and business housés are with- 
out gaslight, and the state of semi-darkness 
into which the streets are thrown gives 
Havana a weird appearance at hight, but it 
saves the coal. > 


Efforts to Save Provisions, 


In spite of the regulations tn force for 
governing the price of provisions, the mili- 
tary Governor finds it impossible to prévent 
people charging double prices for every- 
thing, Owing to the discount of silver, a 
canteen being worth $9 silver today. The 
ariny and tlre laboring people are paid in 
silver. 

It is reported that the Military Governor 
will issue an order prohibiting the sale of 
provisions for delivery outside of the City of

TWO BROTHERS ARE LYNCHED. 


Sam and Curtis Young, Two Young 
Colored Men, Hanged for Mur- 
dering a Marshal. 


Clarksville, Mo., June 6.—[Special.]—City 
Marshal Walter Meloan was murdered yes- 
terday morning by negro excursionists, and 
the crime was avenged at an early hour this 
morning by the lynching of Curtis Young 
and Sam Young, two of the negroes, by a 
crowd of citizens. "14 

An ‘excursion of colored people from 
Quincy and Hannibal on the steamer Ot- 
tumwa Belle landed here at 9 o'clock yester- 
day morning.; The negroes had been drink- 
ing, and a disturbance arising on the boat, 
Marshal Meloan was sent for to restore or- 
der. Shortly after getting aboard the boat 
the Marshal attempted to arrest Curtis 
Young, who resisted and threw his arms 
around the officer. While the officer was 
thus pinioned another negro deliberately 
shot him in the head from behind, killing 
him almost instantly. 

While the row was in progress on the boat 
a crowd of citizens had collected on the 
shore, and news of the killing of Meloan was 
quickly spread over the town. The citizens 
immediately armed themselves and guarded 
the boat. Several ineffectual attempts w 
made by the negroes to cut the boat loos 
and get away. 

A thorough investigation of the affair was 
made by the citizens, resulting in the arrest 
of Curtis Young, his brother, Sam Young, 
and Robert Taylor, all of Hannibal, Mo. 
They were placed in the city calaboose, 
which was strongly guarded. 

In the early evening men came from every 
direction, and many threats were made, but 
Sheriff Hope and Prosecuting Attorney 
Emerson, who assisted in the investigation, 
succeeded in keeping the crowd quiet and the 
boat was allowed to depart. Shortly after 
midnight a mob of about 150 substantial and 
determined citizens demanded the keys of 
the calaboose from the Sheriff and he was 
forced to give them up. | ! 

The crowd then took the two Youngs 
from their prison and marched them to a 
grove of walnut trees a mile north of town, 
where nooses were put around their necks 
and they were hanged. Attorney Emerson 
tried to make an afdress dissuading the 
mob just before the hanging, but the muz- 
zles of several guns were pointed at him, 
and he was ordered to stand aside. No at- 
tempt was made by the leaders of the mob 
to disguise themselves. They were deter- 
mined to avenge the death of their officer . 
and did their work well. The bodies were 


hundreds of spectators from the surround- 
ing country this morning. 

An inquest was held, and the Coroner's 
jury rendered the following verdict: ‘‘ We, 
the jury, find that Curtis and Sam Young 
came to their death by being hanged by par- 
ties unknown to us. J. Sampson, Josh 
Jenkins, C. M. Wirick, Crosby Boone, Will- 
iam Squires, E. N. Yates, jurymen.” 

Robert Taylor, the other negro implicated, 
has been taken to the jail by Sheriff Hope 
and Deputy Sheriff Jones. It is stated that 
both the men lynched confessed that. they 
held Marshal Meloan while he was shot 
down. A number of witnesses testified that 
they saw Curtis Young hold the Marshal 
—" his brother Sam Young did the shoot- 
ng.

First Act Delightful, but the 
Second Is Different. 


REVIEW OF PERFORMANCE. 


No news has reached Chicago of a radical 
change in the habits of theater-goers in Lon- 
don and New York, butt something of the 
sort must have happened, otherwise tte 
unreserved praise bestowed on “* The Circus 
Girl’’ remains unaccounted for. It may be 
that it is fashionable to arrive on time and 
go early, thus missing the second act; or ft 
is possible that many pay half rates and go 
im for the last half without being spolled 
for it by seeing the first. ; 

The musical comedy as presented by Mr. 


night is curiously uneven. The two acts 
are strangely contrasted in tone. The first 
act is really delightful—a light and airy 
trifie upon which Mr. Daly has expended 
the strength of a company which is, on the 
whole, capable. It is comedy of “The 
Geisha ”’ order, full of music of a pattering, 
lively sort, and of dialogue which, though 
not uproariousiy funny, is amusing and, 
above all, refined. It will be pleasantest to 
spend most of one’s time in memories of the 
first act. | 

There is little plot, and what there fs is 
later seen to be a disadvantage. For in the 
second act every one is tripping over it, and 
the whale action gets lamentably entangled 
in its meshes.

TO CHANGE CHINESE CAPITAL. 


Imperial Government Has Decided to 
Remove the Seat of Empire from 
Pekin to Singan-fu. 


London, June 6.—The Globe today says it 
hears from a reliable source that the Tsung 
Li Yamén (Chinese Foreign Office) has de- 
cided to make Singan-fu (capita! of the Pro- 
vince of Shensi) the capital of the Chinese 
Empire in place of Pekin. 

Genéral Tung Fu Ting, it is added, now 
commands a picked force, stationed in a 
town half way between Pekin and Singan- 
fu, for the purpose of protecting the Emperor 
and his court on their journey to the new 
capital, and troops,.it appears, are already 
stationed at intervals along the route to be 
traversed by the imperial party. 
Singan-fu or Sian-fu, the capital of the Province 
of Shenei, is one of the most important cities 
in northern China. It is the Chan-gan, described 
by Marco-Polo, and is probably identical with 
the Thinai of Ptolemy. It is situated in latitude 
34° 12’ N. and longtitude 108° @’ W. at the 
junction of the Wei-ho and the King-ho, affluents 
of the Yellow River. It is at the natural conver- 
gence of trade routes from all directions, 

It was founded in the twelfth century B. C., 
and was for 2,000 years the capital of Eastern 
Chine. It is still an important center of trade 
and has a prosperous appearance, with fine, 
straight streets, some of them broad It is eight 
or tem miles in circumference, but inside its lofty 
walls Bre considerable tracts of cultivated fields. 

It tas a large arsenal, where cannon and rifies 
are ntanufactured, and it is the principal military 
depot of the northern provinces. It has a rich 
arche>logical museum, and the environs are the 
richeft in China in all sorts of antiquities. Here 
is the celebrated bi-lingual inscription of the 
eighth century in Chinese and Syriac. The popu- 
lation is about 500,000.)

Washington Courthouse, O., June 6.— 
[Special.]—Another sensation has been 
caused in society circles by a sensational di- 
vorce petition filed here as a result of the un- 
Yortunate marriage of Edward Drexel Cas- 
tleton of this city to Miss Oakala Hanna of 
Chicago, daughter of Bayliss W. Hanna of 
Indiana and a cousin of Senator Mark

decided sensation in Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
and Washington, D. C., where the bride was 
well known in society circles. She is be- 
lieved to'be at the home of her mother in 
Chicago, and is reported to have said she 
left het husband because of treatmenf and 
faise statements as to his wealth, etc.
